London, Aug. 27. — Central News ad- 
vioes from Shanghai state that General 
Yula, military governor of the provinoe ot 
Shin King, is reported to have been appoint- 
ed high commissioner of tho north and gov- 
ernor-general to assist Viceroy LI Yun, 
formerly a Chlneso resident in Korea, who 
has been given command of tho Chinese 
forces and will at onco prooeod to tho Boat 
of war. A hundred or more Japaueso left 
Shanghai for their native country, aud tho 
United States consul is using his utmost en- 
deavors to porsuado those remaining to do- 
part. 

The oonoul fears their presence may 
oauBO complaints and ondanger tho safety of 
the city. The ChineBo floet loft Port Ar- 
thur for Wei-Hoi- Wei on the 2:2nd instant. 
Captain von Hunaackon, formerly aide on 
tho ntkfT of Viceroy Li Hung Chang, has 
been appointed assistant to Admiral Ting, 
commander of tho Chinese fleet. Six thou- 
sand Japanese troops landod at Chemulpo 
on the 22nd inst. 

Diapitchos received by the Chinoso lega- 
tion up to noon contained no mention of tho 
Chlneso victory at Ping Yang. At tho Jap- 
aneao legation the ollicials Bay tho report of 
such a victory was circulated probably by 
the Peking government to facilitate tho war 
loan. 

San Francisco, Aug. 37 — Yoo Sang 
Son, Koroa's minister to tho United Statea, 
has arrived in thia city, en routo to Seoul 
from Washington. Ou his journey overland 
he hy mistake entered tho drawing room of 
tho Pullman car, which had been Bocured by 
a mining man, and, being ill, lay dawn on a 
lounge in the compartment. On tho train 
starting tho mining man entered tho draw- 
ing room, and on seeing, ub ho supposed, a 
Chinaman roclining on the louogo, told him 
to get out. Yoo Sang Soo did not under- 
stand English and did not stir. The man 
then grabbed him by the ueck and threw 
him out on the platform. Yoj Sang Soo 
shouted lustily, and on tho appearance of 
his secretary, who hud niesed his maBter, 
ho waB assisted to tho proper oar. 

KNIGHTS OF PYTHIiS. 

Convention of the Supreme Grand Lodge at 
Washington— A Two Weeks' Session. 

Washington, Aug. 27.— The biennial 
convention of tho Suprome Lodge of the 
Knights of Pythias of tho world, and tho 
biennial encampment ot tho Uniform Rank, 
opened horo to-day. For tho next two 
woak tho Knights will he in seaeion. There 
are some 500 delegates present. Suprome 
Chancellor P.lackwoll and the retiring 
supremo officials arrived yesterday and thiB 
morning. The sessions will be hold in Mar- 
cini's hall, tho birthplace of tho ordor in 
February, 1804. For months a reception 
committee has been making preparations for 
tho event, and tho lodgoa of the Uniform 
Rank will camp, in accordance with a vote 
of congress, on thirty acres of tho Mall 
forming a square around the Washington 
monument. 

The leading features of the enoirupmont 
aro tho sessions of tho Supremo Lodge, tho 
street partdo and review of tho uniform 
rank by President Cleveland and members 
of tho Cabinet, u dross parade on the "A'hito 
Houbo grounds, a competitive drill botween 
forty-five infantry ami cavalry JiviBionB of 
tho uniform rank, and a recuption und ball. 
Tho order of Pythian 'Sisters of tho World 
and the Pythian Sisterhood, an orgamz ition 
of scceder8 from tho parent orgonizUion, 
will also bo in session lor two weeks. Tho 
strength of the Pvthian order as corrected' 
to .Tune 1 is 443,615 ; gain during tho year, 
29.071 ; increase in number of lodges, 34 
Tho citizens have made a gonoroiiB display 
of national bunting in honor of tho visitors, 
whilo Ihgs and streamers with tho wolf 
known iuaignia of the order and of tho uni- 
form rank may be counted by the thou- 
sands. " 



THE EZBTA AFFAIR. 

Evidence Sent From San Salvador to He In- 
vestigated to See Whether It Will 
■ luatlfy a Trial. 

San Francisco, Aug. 27.— Clmrloa Pago 
is a lawyor who has had a good doal of ex- 
perience in South and Central America, 
When questioned respecting tho probability 
of Antonio Ezetft's being roloaeed, he de- 
clined to give a definite opinion without 
knowing moro of tho actual ovidonoe to bo 
submitted. " Of course, political action 
would not corns under tho oxtraditiou 
treaty. That is a fucc that overyono is pro- 
Burned to know,' 1 obBorved the lawyer. 
" Tho whole question of how far tho acts of 
which Kxotu is accused havo been political 
or not will naturally bo determined accord- 
ing to tho laws and uBagos of San Salvador, 
and uot of this country. Thoy havo ways 
down there that might seom protty question- 
able here. Evidence sont from San Salvador 
will bo investigated to see whether it will 
justify^ trial. Ezota would thon bo al- 
lowed to Bhow, if ho could, that there was 
no evidence to justify tho court in holding 
him, or to introduce evidence from Sau Sal- 
vador to oloar himself. 

Those matters would bo passed upon by 
Jadgo Morrow, and if ho thought tho ovi 
douce sufficient to constitute a crimo not 
connected with politics in anyway ho would 
ordor tho rofug :os to bo turnod over to tho 
department ot Btato. Then tho Presidont 
himsolf and tho Secretary of Stato would 
look into the evidence and finally determine 
whother, undor tho treaty, the refugees had 
to bo given up. Tho face is, though, that 
in the presont condition of San Salvudor it 
may bo protty safoly laid aowu that almost 
overy killing has a political object, or is tho 
result of political action rather than of 
private animosity, 

"Things taho placo in a oountry whero 
oivil war is raging that would horrify poo- 
plo in timo of poaoo. There woro doods 
committed during tho war botwoon the 
North and tho South that soom terriblo to- 
day, I was a boy at the timo, but I romom- 



her people coming homo to die who had been 
starved in prison. Woll, in San Salvador 
thoy use knives and dirks, but whether a 
man oomes homo starved or wounded to 
death his relatives aro just as ready to de- 
nounce the other side." 

Next Monday, Labor day,will be a national 
holiday, and tho Ezota case will not come 
up for trial until Tuesday. Ez^ta. has em- 
ployed Charles Pago, of Page & Eclist, to 
assist attorneys Rubens &, Quizodi, who are 
proparing a strong case for their client. 
Among tho witnesses will be officers from 
the Bennington, who, it la said, will testify 
in favor of the refuee'f. The testimony, in 
tho form of depositions, is voluminous. 

BLUEFIELDS ADVICES, 

Details as to the Policy of the Administra- 
tion Towards Nicaragua. 

New York, Aug. 27.— Advioesfrom RIuo- 
fields say the Nicaraguan troops returning 
from llluofields havo reached Oroytown, 
bringing eight foreignora as prisoners. A 
British warship arrived at Greytown yester- 
day ovening. 

The Tribune's Washington special says : 
Definite information regarding the Nicara- 
guan policy of tho administration was ro 
coived from an official source yestcrdny hy 
a representative of the Tribune. Briefly 
expressed, tho recognition of the completo 
sovereignty of Nicaragua in tho Moiquito 
reserve is tho policy whicb has been agreed 
upon, Neithor Chief Claronoo nor bis suc- 
cessors in any event ia regarded bb having 
any authority or rights sepurato from or in- 
dependent of national control, Nicara- 
gua is considered tho only treaty 
power in the strip and the aolo 
source of government thore. AVith her only 
relations concerning American interests in 
tho reservation are to bo had, and Clurenco 
und his advisors aro to bo rated as purely 
loc vl authorities, subordinate to and con- 
stantly under tho rostriotion of Nicaragua in 
;vll matters. For acta of omission or com- 
mission with reapcot to Americans audthoir 
interests in tho strip Nicaragua Is to ho 
hold responsible, contraots and concessions 
now in force with Americans in tho reserva- 
tion aro to be upheld, aud the national gov- 
ernment is expocted to restrict the satno 
and to take such stepa us may bo necessary 
to their maintenance. To the greatest ex- 
tent consistent with international courtesy 
Nicaragua is to be urged to sanction by law 
or proolamatieu the freedom of religion 
which now obtains in the reservation.

An Electric Funeral Tram Car BecomeB Un- 
controllable anil Causes Serious 
Injury. 

San Francisco, Aug 27.— About noon 
to-day, while the funeral car San Moteo, on 
the electric tom], was returning from the 
funeral of Mrs. Mellur, wife of Joe Mellor, 
conductor of that road, at Cypress Lawn 
cemetery, and was going down the Btcep 
grade at Chenery street hill tho brakes re- 
fused to hold. The funeral e*r was in 
charge of electrician Sutcliffe, and in- 
stead of reversing tho lever so as to oheok 
the momentum of the car ho became 
excited, and the car continued down tho hill 
with increasing spued towards the turn at 
30th Btroot. Somo of the passengers pre- 
served their coolness, and appreciating the 
danger the wompn [. issengers ;vere in, ciiei 
out, "Don't jump." In the general ex- 
citement which followed, however, the 
warning was unheeded, and before anyone 
could prevent it tho women had crowded to 
the rear end of tho eir, completely blocking 
the passenger way leading to the platform. 
Tho men wero unable to offer any assistanco 
to tho exoited women, and, in coneequonoo, 
some of tho more venturesome jumped 
off tho car. Several persons were very seri- 
ously hurt, The hcoiio whero the accident 
occurred has -dways been a so.'.rce of grout, 
danger, and has on former occasions been 
attended with actual loss of life. All 
of tho pasBengers who jumped from tho ear 
struck heavily on the ground and 
rolled over und over oguin toward tho rai'iB. 



CAREER OF AN ADVENTURESS. 

A Confidence Woman Now Under Arrest in 
Connecticut, 

Hartford, Conn., Aug. 27. — Mrs. Rob- 
bins, a confidence woman under arrost hero, 
is said to be in league with her husband in 
schemes to defraud college students. Among 
her victims wero many from the Pacific 
coast. Mrs. Robbins wub a lecturer. During 
a tour she happened to ho in Boston at the 
time of tho great fire in 189.'!. Here she dis- 
tinguished horsolf by lior intrepid bravory, 
doing great work for tho sick and woundod 
and tho rescuo of victims. 

Iu 1870 »ho married A. H. Clayton, an 
English Episcopal clergyman, who nevor 
did anything, but allowed her support him. 
Later they wore divorBed, and as Kuto 
Homer Clayton aho went to the Pacific 
Coast. In ISSi she met Edward Bobbins 
Howe, and thoy married. Soon after their 
marriage Howo wus appointed a commis- 
sioner to tho World's Exposition at Now 
Orloans from tho Stato of California, and 
tho honeymoon was spent in that oity. 

The exposition over, tho pair drilled to 
Boston, whore thoy joined Modjesku'a com- 
pany and played an ongagoinenb in that 
oity, fleecing all the Harvard men they 
could. Tho stage buBinoaa was too tamo for 
thorn, and they soon left it and began a 
roaming coreor about the country. Thoy 
appeared in many cities of tho West in vari- 
ous public ontortainnionts.

WONDERFUL VERDICT, 

The Flntllne of the Jury In the Franklin 
Mine Disaster. 

Seattle, Aug. 27. — The following is tho 
verdict arrived at by the jury in the Frank- 
lin mine disaster : 

" Wo, tho underaignod jurors, do agree 
that on tho 24th day of August, 1894, on the 
sixth level of the Franklin mine at Fr anklin, 
King coanty, VVn. , the following parties, 
namely — hero followed the names of tho 37 
victimB — came to their death by suffocation 
oaused by smoke emanating from a fire in 
breast No. 02 on the north side of tho sixth 
level, said tire having been caused by a 
party or parties unknown to us, and that 
said party or parties did wilfully, knowingly 
and maliciously cause said fire with intent 
and purpose to do great injury and damage 
to the lives and to the property of the Ore- 
gon Improvement Company." ,

Organization of a Company to Eiplore a 
Iteeently Discovered Cave. 

Lampazos, Mexico, Aug. 27. — A company 
has been organized hero and permission has 
been obtained from the state government to 
explore the cave recently discovered south 
of here for hidden treasure.

Seven men have already lost their 
lives from fire damp within the past few 
months while attempting to search tho cave 
for treasure. Tho new company will go 
prepared to overcome all such obstacles. 

BUSH FIRES.

— (Special) - Disastrous 
bush firea aro raging in muny parte of the 
province. In the western section bueh, 
swamp and lielda aro burning and nothing 
but a hoavy rain can possibly prevent a aori- 
ous cataBtrophe.

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Aug, 27. — James 13, 
Montgomery, foreman of the Brunette Saw 
Mills, disappeared yc-storday and his friends 
are very anrious. He had been ill for somo 
time. 

The tax sale has been postponed till 
Wednesday. Nearly all tho delinquents 
have paid up. 

No csa appears able to account for tho 
action of tho Dominion Government in ig- 
noring tho dispatches sent by G. E. Cor- 
bould, M.P., and tho Board of Trade re- 
garding tha extension of the Sockoyo fishing 
season. So far they have not even deigned 
to reply one way or tho other, and of course 
the Sockeye fishing Is over for 1S94, and the 
canneries ai'e all shut down. The first 
spring nets were put out last night and the 
catches were fairly good. White salmon are 
running freely. 

At CnilHwaok, the safe in the Yorkshire 
bank was blown open last night by burglars 
who have escaped so far. The burglars, 
three in number, wero hard at work when a 
villager, attracted by tho light inaide, 
crossed over to see what was going on. The 
robbera nabbed him and, with a brace of re- 
volvers at his breast, promised to kill him if 
he attempted to give an alarm. He was 
kept a prisoner in the bank while the 
burglars bored through the heavy door 
of the sb{i>, Tha hole being fillod 
with powder with a fuse attachod 
a id Ignited, tha burglars and villager went 
outsldo to wait resultB. The explosion was 
terrific and of much greater force than the 
burglars intended. The massive door, 
weighing 000 pounds, was torn clear off its 
hingeB and shot through the front of the 
building upon the street. The whole struc- 
ture was badly wrecked. The robbers 
dashed inside to sjcure the large sum of 
money in tho safe, but found to their dis- 
appointment that tin explosion had jammed 
the inside door in such a manner that it 
could not be opened without another resorb 
to explosives. It was too late for this, aa 
the villagers, awakened by the report, were 
crowding ou the street to investigate the 
occurrence The foiled burglars, to save 
themselves, entered their vehicle at once 
and drove oil' at a gallop in tho direction of 
the boundary line. After proceeding a 
Bhort distance they stopped and chopped 
down a telegraph pole and cut the wires. 
This they repeated at intervals all the way 
to Sumas. A posse went out at once, but 
at a late hour this afternoon the burglars 
were atill at largo. 

HAN AIHO. 

NaNjUMO, Aug. 27.— The U.S. survey 
steamer Hassler was hero from Southern 
Alaskan waters this morning. She had on 
board a survey party who have been making 
an exploration of tho Chilcat country. The 
Hassler arrived at Pyramid Harbor on May 
Iti, and tho survey party at once commenced 
operations. The party first started up the 
Chilcat river in canoes, taking three daya to 
reach the Takiena river, a point ten 
miles from the mouth of the Chilcafc. 
The Takiena river runs acrosB the Utns 
valley. Tho party remained there six 
weoka. The second week in July the camp 
moved up another ten miles where a stay of 
five weeks was made. A thorough topo- 
graphical survey of the surrounding country 
weh made, working as far aa Klinnelet, an 
Indian village of the Cbilcats, 28 mileB from 
the mouth ; also up the Klhnkolet river into 
the Chilcat Likes country, In this section 
it is too wet and cold for cultivation. 
Pemmican, aalmon and bear meat are the 
prinoipal food for the natives. The Chilcat 
Indians aro preparing for an immense pot- 
lach to be held in the middle of September, 
when S15.000 will be expended. Tho Indi- 
ans are very industrious and quiet, but 
hostile to tho whites. 

The Haasler passed tho steamer Queen 
ashore on Cormorant island on hir wuy 
down. Tho steamer refused assistance. 

Tho only particulars regarding the Queen 
gathored Iron, the U. S. Hassler wera that 
sho had struck on u rock, hus a hole in her 
bottom, but tho captain refused uBaiatance 
siying he would wait tho arrival of tho To- 
peka. The accidunt occurred during a dense 
fog.

Germany's Fiuauce Minister and 
Chancellor Have A Little M1h- 
uuderataiidiuj?. 



Terrible Storm on the Volga— Queen 
Margaret's Host Drops Dead 
Before Her. 

LoSDOK, Aug. 27. — Admiral Erben de- 
clined the invitation of tho mayor of South- 
ampton to attend the munioipal bauquet 
with tho clfioere of the United States cruieer 
Chicago. His roaioa is that tho Chicago ia 
too short c f officers t < spare a sufficient num- 
ber for such an occasion. 

If credence can be given to popular re- 
port, the position of Doctor Johannes Mi- 
quel, tho PruBBian minister of finance, is 
Bhakon in eonsequonco of the differences 
which have arisen between him and Chancel- 
lor Caprivi, and which have found publio 
utterance in mutual acrimonioua attaoks in 
the semi official journals during Emperor 
William's absence from Berlin. Shortly 
after his return to the capital the emperor 
determined to put an end to this open ani- 
mosity, and it ia now dio'ared upon good 
authority that he intends to personally 
mediate the dispute, which threatens to 
h*vo a disturbing effect upon the govern- 
ment policy. 

Emperor William ia not so enamored of 
Dr. Miquel'a finanoial policy now aa he 
previously was, and it ia generally helioved 
that if His Majesty fails in his effjrta to 
bring abouc a reconciliation between the 
minister of finance and the chancellor, the 
former will have to go. In tho event of the 
retirement of Dr. M:quel, other changea in 
tho cabloet are spoken of, tho moat siguifi 
cant being the possible inolusion in tho min- 
istry of Count Bellestrom, as a concession to 
the centreists, who havo long expressed a 
desire for representation in the cabinet, 
which Emperor William ia now said to bo 
favorably conaidering. 

On his return the Emperor ordered the 
full reports to bo furnished him with refer- 
ence to the msasuros taken to prevent the 
spread of oholera. Hardly a day has passed 
without His Majesty having some export or 
aomo administrative officer engaged in com- 
batting tho disease. For instance, on Wed- 
nesday last Dr. R Koch had an audienoe of 
several hours with the Emperor, who entered 
into the dotails of the preparations neooa- 
Bary and who displayed groat concern at the 
possibility of the recurrence of tho peBt on a 
great scale in Germany. 

Tho Emperor took with him to England, 
on board tho imperial yacht, a gift for hia 
newly born cousin, the son of tho Duke of 
York. The gift was in tho shape of an ox- 
quisito little carriage in which tho royal in- 
fant ia to take hia airing*. Tho vehicle is 
in the form of a shell, covered with pale 
prismatic ahades, contrasting with the pale 
blue velvet usod to line the aholl. The lat- 
ter is furniahed with a beautiful oovcrlot of 
rich crimson velvet, worked with the arma 
of the Guelph and Hohenzollern familiea. 
The baby carriage waa sent to White Lodge 
at Richmond, from which place the delight 
ed mother Bent her thanks to the Emperor. 

A small but noteworthy action of Emperor 
William has caused a great deal of satisfac 
tion in- the army, and haa testified to the 
genuineness of his expressiona of disapproval 
of the petty tyranny of cortain officers of the 
army to men of lower rank but of superior 
class. It has been a well known faot th»t 
the schoolmasters especially were subjected 
to humiliating treatment when called out 
among the reserves for periodical training. 
An aggravated case of insult and ill-treat- 
ment of a school teacher has juat resulted in 
the impriaonment of the officer guilty of tho 
offence. The latter'a aentencn waa submitted 
to the Emperor for confirmation, and hia 
majesty in so doing wrote on the document 
saying : " I did not believe it possible that 
I had such an officer in my army." The 
note of the Emperor is looked upon aa tan 
tamount to cashiering the officer, whoae 
name was forthwith struck off the army list. 
Thla will undoubtedly serve is an effective 
warning to similarly disposed officers againBt 
brutal disregard of the feolingB of tho men 
in their charge. 

Queen Margaret, of Itsly, went to GrcB- 
soney valley, in the Province of Turin, sev- 
eral days ago, to visit Baron and Btroness 
Pecoz On Saturday her host gave in her 
honor an excursion into tho Alps. During 
the ascont he dropped dead bofoie the 
Queen's eyes She waa nearly overcome, 
and became hysterical aevoral limea btiore 
reaching home. Sho atill Buffers from ex- 
treme nervousness. Tho King was Bum- 
monded to her early yeBtorday. An er- 
umination of Baron Peorz's body showed 
that he died from heart disease. 

A dispatch from Rybinsto, an important 
commercial centre, situated on tho right 
bank of the Volga river, statea that a ter- 
rible storm passta over that city and the 
neighborhood on Friday last. Tho damage 
done to prop rty was immense. Tim eteamor 
Cipikh, plying on the river Shexna and the 
Volga, wu! ciught by the Btorm on the 
former Btream. There wero 100 passengers 
on the vessel, and they woro thrown into a 
panic by the tremendous forco of tho wind, 
the furioiiH downpour of rain and almost 
impenetrable darkness Tho captain, know- 
ing that his vessel was in great danger, 
headed her for the bench, hia intention bolni? 
to run her ashore, li furo this could bo 
done, howevi r, the vessel sprang a leak and 
began to founder. As she foundered her 
decka were blown up by tho air in hor hold. 
Everybody on board of her was thrown into 
tho water, there not having boon time to 
lowor tho boats Dmpite tho fury of tho 
storm, passing veesels, which had heard the 
Biguala of dietress, stopped und managed to 
rescue everybody except the captain and 
five other persons. Nothing woe seon of 
those six alter thtt steamer foundered, und 
it ia conjscturod that they were drownod. 



he has not sought on 1 1 ia part to gain their 
assistance in any other than an intimidating 
aud coer-ive way. 

A coi.fliot of this kind cm not bo settled 
by the triumph of either side in any trial of 
strength. Cleveland came out ahead in the 
stiver matter, but that did not csubo tho 
SenatorB to staok their arms and relinquish 
tho fight; and now that the Senators nave 
triumphed in the tariff matter, it ia not to 
be supposed tb.it Cleveland will bub for 
peace und become amiable Instead of arro- 
gant. The probability is that the atruggle 
will be renewed whenever a pretext arises, 
and that harmony ia not to be anticipated 
during the rest of Cleveland's term. It 
ia an unfortunato stato of things, not 
only for tho Democratic party, but also 
for the country. Legislation of an im- 
portant character will huve to wait upon 
tho adjuBtment of intervening quarrels, 
and the interests of commorce and industry 
will bo constantly at the mercy of disturb- 
ing and detrimental forces. This is what it 
means to have Democratic rule. There is 
no dofinite assurance as to what will or will 
not be done. The policy of the administra- 
tion does not command the support neces- 
sary to give it practical effect ; and those 
who improve every opportunity to obatruct 
and dieparugo it are equally powerless to 
accomplish any affirmative result. Ib is a 
situation that gives no promise of substan- 
tial improvement, and the people may as 
well make up their minda that ao long bb 
tho Democrats retain control of the govern- 
ment, ib is useless to look for tho sensible 
and satisfactory transaction of the publio 
business.

THE LA TE SESSION. 

The session of the British Parliament 
which closed on Saturday was an eventful 
one. Daring its oontinuanco the parlia- 
mentary life of Mr. Gladstone may be said 
to have closed. It saw the rejection of both 
the Home Rule bill and tho Evicted Ten 
anta' bill by the House of Lords. It aleo 
saw the premikturo death of other measures 
from which groat things were expectod by 
the friends of tho Government. During its 
progross the beginning of what promiacs to 
be an incurable division in tho Liberal party 
was made. 

The Irish members return to their homes 
disgusted with tho lukowarmness and faint- 
heartedness of their English and Scotch 
allies. They say, with truth, that during 
the eesBton nothing has been really dono for 
Ireland, and that at its close tho cause of 
Home Rule ia apparently further 
from bucocbb than when it opened. There 
are many IriBh members who do not hesi- 
tate to express their conviction that the 
great bulk of the English Liberals were 
nevor really in favor of Home Rule for Ire- 
land. This distrust of English Liberals is 
deep and general, and is not likely soon to 
disappear. The fact that it ia well grounded 
ia likely to make it permanent, for it re- 
quires no unusual powor of discernment to 
convince tho impartial observer that very 
few indeed of tho English and Scotch Liber- 
als are Homo Rulers from conviction. Tho 
union between thorn and the Irish Homo 
Rulers was one of convenience on both sides, 
and now that Mr. Gladstone is no longer an 
active politician, it is doubtful if they will 
over bo brought together again. 

The Homo Rulers from conviction aro 
greatly disappointed that tho rejection of 
tho Irish moasures by tho House of Lords 
haa not m'ado that body unpopular. They 
expected that when the Lords rejected tho 
Homo Rulo bill there would be, on tho part 
oi the Liberals at any rate, a strong expres- 
sion of popular indignation. Hut there was 
nothing of tho kind. The rejection of the 
bill was looked upon us a matter of course 
by the wholo nation, and the people of all 
parties appeared to bo greatly relieved when 
the agony was over. Tho rejection of tho 
Evicted Tenants bill by the Lords was also 
generally expectod. Iv'o ono bolievod for a 
moment that they would do otherwise, and 
no one consequently was disappointed, 

Tho courao pursued by tho Houso 
of L^rdB during the lato session 
has not, as far aa can bo seen, 
lowered that body in the cstoom 
of tho people Tho cry " Down with the 
Lords," raised by a fow enthusiasts, met 
with no response. Modorato men beliovo 
that the HoUBe of Lords ought to be, at no 
very distant day, reformed. Hut oven they 
do not look upon tho reform aa urgont. 
They appear (juito contonted to wait for it 
until it can be dono quietly and comfortably. 
It does not Boom at this moment that the 
abolition of tho House of Lords will, ua was 
not long ago confidently predicted, bo an 
isaue ut tho next gonoral elootinn iu Groat 
Britain. 

By tho way, very little haB boon 
said of lato about » genoral elec- 
tion by oithor party, Neither Con- 
servatives nor Liberals Boom to long for 
an appeal to tho pooplo. If, as is now 
said by some, there will be a gon- 



oral election nexb year after tho 
close of the session of Parliament, 
and tho isaue will be Home Rulo for Ire- 
land, the likelihood is that the Conserva- 
tives will bo returned by a sweoping major- 
ity. Home Rulo is not in theBO days a grow- 
ing causo. In fact it has of late appeared to 
have loat ground considerably iu popular 
osteom, and it ia not oaay to aeo how iutor- 
est in it and z«al for it ia to be revived. 
There is no Parnell now to guide tho Irish 
Homo Rulers and to keep them in restraint, 
and there is no Gladstone to creato by won- 
derful eloquence and extraordinary tact un 
interest in it in Groat Britain. Of course it 
is Impossible to foresee what may occur iu 
twelve months in the political world of 
Great Britain, but if something extraordin- 
ary dooa not happen within that time, an 
election on the Home Rulo issue can hardly 
fail to diminish the supporters of Homo 
Rule in the British House of Commons vory 
considerably, 



FA VORABLE MENTION. 

Some of tho wiaeucrea of tho Dominion of 
Canada must havo road the paragraph in 
tho Quoon's Prorog Uion Speech iu which 
tho Ottawa Conference is favorably noticed, 
with unbounded astonishment. 'They had 
passed judgment on that Conference bofoi-o 
it aaaembled. They tried to make those 
whom thoy addressed believe that it was 
merely an incident of a juukotting trip of a 
numbor of Colonial politicians, and 
that no importance whatever was to 
be attached to its deliberations. 
They unhesitatingly prouounood its 
decisions with respoot to interaolconial 
trado and tariffs particularly, as absurd and 
unworthy the attention of practical men 
either in tho Mother Country or tho Colon- 
ics. 

It is, however, seen by tho Speooh 
that Hor Majesty the Quoeu and hor Minis- 
ters are of a vory different opinion. Imme- 
diately after tho allusion to "tariffs and com- 
munication " the Speech proceeds: — "I 
have learned with pleaeuro that tho proceed 
ings of tho Conference wero of a character 
calculated to strengthen tho union of the 
colonies core >rned, both among thomeclvcs 
and with the Mother Country." Thia bears 
a very strong resemblance to what tho des- 
pised and contomned advocatea of imperial 
Federation in Canada and olsowhero said 
about the work of the Conference, and we 
aro very glad to soe that it is highly appre- 
ciated by those who are so well qualified to 
form an intelligent opinion of its nature act! 
its tendoncieB. 



A REVOLUTIONARY REGION. 

South America is Bgain in an unaottled 
condition. The people of its different re- 
publics havo much to learn in tho difficult 
art^of self-government. Political agitation 
in them tends, not to compromise as it does 
in Anglo-Saxon countries, but to revolution. 
In South America a political party when it 
cannot get its own way does not settle down 
patiently to wait until a more favorable 
opportunity for carrying its moaBuroa pre- 
aenta itself. Tho leaders of tho dofoated 
party do not quiotly accept tho situation. 
After the defeat in tho Legislature thoy, if 
their following is BtroDg enough and there is 
tho remotest chance of sucjesB, ondoavor to 
hurl their opponents from power by physical 
force. They sometimes succeed, but more 
frequently after a struggle more or less dis- 
aatroua to the country, they are defeated. 
But this readiness of tho politicians to reaort 
to arms to accomplish their designB makes 
what tho British considor " conatitutional 
government," almoat impoaaible in South 
America. 

Brazil sinco it became a republic can 
hardly be said to havs had a day'B peace. 
Tho rebellion in the South continued to 
smoulder for some time and then tho rovolt 
of the navy placed tho Government in a vory 
difficult position. It seems now that the 
BuppresBion of the rebellion has not brought 
peace to Brazil. President Peixoto does 
not appoar disposed to step down and out as 
soon as hia term of office hus expired. He 
ahowa an unwillingness to mako way for his 
successor which bodes ill for tho 
peacn of tho country. Tho indication, ac- 
cording to the latoat reports, aro that he has 
resolved to play the part of Dictator. Ho 
and CoDgress havo not got on woll trgether, 
and it ia said that ho is preparing to aot in 
contravention of tho Constitution. Thia 
course, if continued in, means civil war. 

There is rebellion in Peru. Tho President 
Caccrs is ovidontly inclined to govern tho 
country iu a conatitutional manner, but Inn 
enemiea aro determined not to givo him a 
chance. Tho ex Dictator Pierola ia in arms 
against hia Government. In a recent pro- 
nation is uied by tho President ho aayB 
" my Government ia recognized throughout 
tho wholo country. It ia supported by tho 
army and navy, nmjority of tho presB, a 
poworful party, and by public opinion gen- 
erally. I am suro soon to sup- 
proas anarchy with tho support of 
Congroas, and will display severity 
towards the refractory rcbolB and clonionoy 
towards thoeo who will lay down their anna 
and submit themselves to the constitutional 
authorities. 

" As soon a8 the republic iB thoroughly at 
poaco I will promoto tho reform of tho con- 
stitution in harmony with public eentimcut, 
modern progreBB, and in such a manner as 
to more effectually insuro their practical ac- 
oompliahmont." 

It will bo a very groat pity if tho reform- 
ing President is not allowed tho opportunity 
to porform hia promises and to curry out his 
good intentions. But Goneral Pierola ia 
active and able, and ho appoara confident of 
viotory. 

There la no revolutionary movement in 
Chili just now, but it haa a fierco dipputo 
with Argontina on a boundary question, 
which ut any time may become acute. The 
dispute waB by consent referred to Presi- 
dent Clevoland for settlement. He decidod 
in favor of Chili, but Argentina refused to 



abide by the award, so matters are in a 
worse condition than they wero before the 
roferonco was made. Chili inaiata upon the 
dociaion of tho Presidont of the United 
States being respected, and if Argentina 
does not givo in it threatens to fight. A 
war about a strip of mountain territory 
would not bo profitable to oithor country. 

A TIME TO SI' EAR OUT. 

Tho Vancouver Nows-Advortisor affects 
to be shocked at what it designates our 
" depths of rufniuism." Ic haa no doubt 
been diaturbod by our pl.iiu-epeikiug. it 
would like to be permitted to go on mis- 
representing the financial stato of tho Gov- 
ernment unchecked. It dooa not suit ita 
purpoBea that the public should bo reminded 
that us long as it is under its preEont man- 
ogement, it haa forfeited its right to adviao 
tho people on any subject in which tho finan- 
cial Btanding of any government, uny cor- 
poration or any individual is involved. 
When a paper under tuoh managomeut per- 
sistently endeavors by untruthful state- 
ments, by moan insinuations and by un- 
proved and unprovable assertions to decry 
the credit of tho Province, it ia only right 
that the public aliouLl bo reminded 
who it is that ia attempting in tho 
moat unprincipled way to injure tho 
wholo community. And, lot us add, thoao 
who for the sake of the notoriety thoy may 
gain, or to attain what thoy may considor a 
political advantage, aid tho News Adver- 
tiser in itB bad work, plaoo themsolvos mor- 
ally on a level with its editor. Thoro ia a 
timo to call men and things by their right 
names, a timo whon euphemisms are out of 
place and when reticence ia an indication of 
weakness. Whon men who are in a worBO 
than an equivooal positionhavothotffrontery 
to take upon themselves to guide thepeople, 
it ia tho duty of thoao who havo their wol- 
faro at heart and who deairo to uphold tho 
character of the province to let tho world 
know who and what they aro. 



A PEST OF THE PLAINS. 

If there has been too much wator this 
year in British Culumbia, there has been too 
littlo in tho NorthwoBt Torritorica. The 
farmers of some districts in that region have 
Buffered greatly for want of rain, and the 
littlo that did grow was destroyed by the 
gophera. These little creatures, that look 
so harmless, aro a griovous pest in some 
parts of the Territories. A reward of five 
conta is given for tho head of every gopher 
killed, and although it haa causod immense 
numbers of them to bo caught, thoy aro 
very far, indeed, from being exterminated. 
The Regina Loader Bays : 

" This year tho gopher has coat the Re- 
gina district over $100,000. Dry as the year 
was, every man would havo hud seed and 
bread and a little whoat to markot but for 
the gopher, which haa shaved the 
fields, especially in the high lands. 
Not only have they eaten tho green 
corn, but thoy havo stored away grain, 
carrots and other garden stuff in their gran- 
aries. The odd sections aro a four-fold 
nursery ground for them." 

It must be most exasperating to the 
farmer to see tho fruits of his hard toil de- 
voured by myriada of theao littlo creaturea. 
insignificant as they seem individually, they 
are, from their immenao numbers, a moat 
formidable enemy to the Northwest farmer. 
An invasion of them means to him not mere- 
ly trouble and annoyance, but actual starva- 
tion. It aeema that a dry soaaon is pecu- 
liarly favorable to their increase. Where 
th6 myriads of them that appear in the fields 
coins from is a mystery to the settler. When 
thoy como in such numbors aa they have in 
some districts of tho Northwest this year, 
they aro roally a greater a til ction than 
the overflow of a great river.

Captain Clarke was born in England 
and was about sixty yoars of age at the 
time of his death, und had for Homo years 
been harbor master of tho port of Victoria 
and Burvoyor for Lloyds. Captain Clarko 
leaves a wifo and two daughters, one uon 
having died during his own last illness, the 
sad newB not having beon conveyed to him 
on accouut of his woak condition. The 
funoral takes place on Wednesday morning 
(to-morrow) at U o'clock from the family 
residence, 63 Michigan street, and at ,'!0 
from the Si. Andrew's (R, C ) cathedral. 

In the classic language of Chief Deafly 
" the department earned their monoy on 
Sunday." Between 10 und 11 o'clock on 
Sunday morning a buBh firo broko out on 
tho Pemberton ostato, Fairviow road. Tho 
men succeeded in putting tho first fire out 
all right, but shortly afterward it broko out 
near the Bamo spot, burning more tierculy 
than ever.

Tho house was noar the 
Cedar Hill ohurcb, and thoBO passing report 
that no suspicious characters wero soen in 
tho neighborhood. 

George Mo Alpine, who !aBt Saturday 
started in with tho charitable intention of 
"cleaning out" tho Victoria hotel, came 
up in tho police court yesterday. Constable 
Kavanaugh deposed that McAlpine resisted 
arreat and had to be conveyed to the lockup 
in a carriage. The Court in remarking on 
McAlpine'a record ataled that ho had dooo 
three months twice already this year, both 
for stealing, and was only out a few hours 
when he was again arrested. Twenty dol- 
lars or two months was tho order of the 
court, and George frankly admitted that ho 
muBtchooso tho latter. 

Unfortunate little Harry MoPhadden 
passed away on Sunday, all efforts to over- 
come tho effects of tho sad accident tho day 
beforo being unavailing.

The 
ahock tod injuries proved too much for hia 
woakened ayatem, und death gave tho little 
sufferer welcome relief. Tho funeral will 
bo hold this afternoon at half-past two 
o'clock from the residnnco of hia father, Mr. 
P. MoPhadden, No. .'J.'S EUzibeth atreet,

VICTORIA WATER SUPPLY. 

How It Stands Kor Fire Fighting Purposes 
at Present. 

The following U tho text of tho report of 
Chiof DnuBy, of the tire department, on tho 
present ciudition of tho water supp'y, as 
made to thn city council : — 
Bis Worship the Mayor and Fire Wardens : 
" GENTLEMEN :— At the lust rogulur meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldormeu referencu was 
mado to the supply of water for tho suppres- 
sion of fires. Pure water for drinking pur- 
poses, is deBirublo ; but the successful firo 
lighting of the future depends upon a plenti- 
ful supply of wator at a moment's notice. 
Tho fact must bo recognized that as the city 
growa tho number of fires will augment, and 
the value of property destroyed bo corres- 
pondingly increased. Your water commis- 
sioner realized the danger when bo roportcd 
as follows : " Tho importance of making 
available all possible means to provido an 
eiliciont firo protection aervico is of such 
great moment, that it ia only neceeaary tho 
inadequacy of our present resources for that 
purpoto bo realizsd, in order to have im- 
provements made. That the city haa out- 
grown existing proviaiouB for the purpose re- 
ferred to is shown by the following facta : 
On November 17th when tho sowers woro 
being flushed, four hydrants wero used for 
that purpose ; tho pressure indicated at tho 
city hall, before the water was turned on, 
was t.'i pounds per square inch ; tho main- 
tained pressure, after tho wator was turned 
on was 2.'! pounds per tquaro inch, or, in 
other words, equal to a head of about 5.'i 
feet at tho city hall. If a similar draught 
had boen made in the daytime, in Bummer, 
whon a much greater quantity than ordinary 
domestic consumption would bo used for 
watering grounds, etc , the maintained pres- 
sure would have beon that duo to a head of 
about .'S5 feet, whioh, for /ire protection pur- 
poses, would be useless" 

Tho highest pressure during 180.'!, at the 
city hall indicated 411 pounds per iquare 
inch. During the warm days this summer, 
the gauge showed but 35 pounds. This 
morniDg two hydrants were tested. One at 
the corner of Government and Yates Btreots 
registered 39 pounds; the other at the cor- 
ner of Broad and Fort stroet^ showed. Jj-j j 
pounds A Stieam of water direct froiii ?, 
m> jirity of fire hydrants in the city through 
500 feet of hopo, would fail it it became 
noceasary to turn water in tho window of a 
building three atorioa high. Without tho 
assistance of steam firo enginea the pressure 
would be almost useless on numerous Btreetp. 

Destructive fires comeG to all cities and 
tho means for checking conflagrations Bhould 
receivo careful consideration. In conse- 
quence of large areas and great height of 
buildings moro poworful and heavier atreamB 
are worth gold minea. Tho beat firemen in 
the world cannot extinguiah tho II imos in a 
fourth story of a building, when the pres- 
sure is powerful enough to nend a stream 
only to the second etory. Should Victoria 
continuo tho use of water Bolely irom lilk 
Lake, by gravitation, other means must be 
provided for fighting fireB. Cisterns and 
portable steam firo engines would coat a 
largo sum. ia many largo cities atationery 
pumps aro connected with linos of pipes. 
For instance, should tho council build an 
olectric light station at some point on 
Jamea Biy, lines of pipea might be laid 
throughout tho buaineeB district and connec 
tiona made with powerful pumpa at tho 
elcctrio light station. Hydrahts might bo 
placed on tho lino of pipeB and, at all timea 
a plentiful supply of salt water would bo 
availablo. In tha city of Datroit, Michigan, 
thirty-ono effectivo sp'roama can be concen- 
trated around one building. Seattlo has a 
main which is used in connootion with tho 
firo boat. Tho pumping system would save 
tho expense of purchasing portable engineB; 
lose firo hoao would bo required; there would 
bo no necessity for cisterns and tho city 
would continue to enjoy immunity from fires 
of any magnitude.

The Pilot by Some Held Blaiuable— 
Particulars of The Reetiit 
Accideut. 



An old country paper, juBt to hand, con- 
tains the following in regard to the recent 
accident to the woll known ateamer Mio- 
wera, which it is feared may become a total 
wreck : 

" Tho accident which occurred to tho 
eplendidlybuilt and luxuriantly appointed 
steamer Miowera while passing with a largo 
complement of British tourists through the 
Sogne Fjord, haa caused a senBation thatoan- 
not fail to serioualy affect Norway for some 
time to come an a reaort for holiday-makers. 
The Mlowora, which was built by Swan A 
Hunter, of Newcastle, for tho Canadian- 
Auatralian Steamahip Company, la a steel 
threo-masted screw Bteamer of 3348 toriB, 
and was intended for tho passenger traffic 
botween Vancouver Island and various Aus- 
tralasian ports. From what haB been ascer- 
tained, it appears that tho company had not 
taken the veasel over, hut that by arrange- 
ment Thomas Cook & Son had chartered 
the Miowera for a cruise in tho WeBtern 
Fjords. Tho Miowera sailod from the Tyne 
on July 25, having on boatd about 120 pas- 
sengers, gathered from parts of England 
and Scotland. Very varying weather was 
experienced during tho fi rat few days, but 
towards tho close of laBt week a delightful 
improvement set in, and the remainder of 
tho fortnight's cruise waa looked forward to 
with the greatest interest. Tho daily rou- 
tino on board was one of unmixed pleusuro, 
vocal and instrumental muaio forming a 
large element in the amusement programmo. 
An excellent concert waa carried out on 
Monday night, but the programme waa un- 
usually long, and it was past midnight be- 
fore the ooncluding number wbb roached. 
Then, in viow of a sunrise, everybody by 
common consont adjourned to their berths, 
and soon sleep had fallen upon the 
tired-out passengers. Almost precisely 
at 2 o'olock, however, tho ajuni- 
borers wore rudely awakened by a 
frightful crashing asd grating, and it was 
i-peedily realized that something very seri 
ous had occurred, more especially as orders 
were heard for the engines to bu reversed 
" full speed oatern," and thoso members of 
tho crew who had been off duty were seen 
rushing from the quarters only partially 
dressed. 

" Captain Stott and a pilot were on tho 
bridge at tho timo, and it becoming appar- 
ent that the veaaol had grounded badly, in- 
structions were given to the deck officer to 
immediately warn and a semble the passen- 
gers, while the crew generally turned their 
attention to preparing the boats in order to 
take the tourists off in the event of the situa- 
tion being regarded as dangerous. Very few 
minutes sufficed to ascertain the bearing of 
the steamer. She waa on a ledge of Bub- 
merged reck, and every moment's delay waB 
calculated to increase the danger of her posi- 
tion, A general instruction waa thereforo 
given ^ ^'Pta' 11 '°r all °° board to make 
ready wi" ^ P * 8 * -!

The paBBengera 
manifested the utmnat reliance pn the qooi- ] 
noes and judgment of the officers of the 
Miowera, and no panic occurred. The 
weather waa calm, and within half an hour 
every passenger had been landed on the | 
island. Later^ tho passengers and crow, Vo 
their great relref, descried a Norwo-^i an 
ateamer approaching, and t(< this V.asel all 
were transferred and taken f» Bergen. 
Feara were at first entertained by the cap- 
tain that the Miowera would sinn, but theso 
anticipations wore not realized, and wero 
not, o' course, made known to passengers 
generally. Tho Miowera ia now heeling 
over on her side, with the red water mark 
plainly visible. General sympathy is ex- 
pressed with Captain Siott, who, it is agreed 
on all hands, acted with great coolneea 
ander the circumstances, and was in to way 
respontfiblo for tho occurrence. Tho passen- 
gers, however, did not realize the im- 
minent danger whicn they were in 
until they had all safely roached 
tbo Bhore. Thore are, nevertheless, 
grave inBinmtiona againat the pilot who ia 
named Olo Romsdal, and in sorno quarters 
it is declared that ho ia not free from blamo 
in tho matter. On tho other hand tho pilot 
bimaolf declares that the acoidont waa duo to 
tho fact that tho rock on which tho Miowera 
grounded was not marked in tho chart. Tho 
rock was covorod by seventeen feet of water. 
Ir. haa transpired that Romsdal waa not tho 
man who should have piloted tho vessel ac- 
cording to arrangement, but a substitute. 
Tho man originally engaged for tho cruise 
had been engagod by tho Gorman Emperor 
to pilot tho Imperial yacht during hia majes- 
ty's visit to Norway. A publio inquiry into 
the whole cause of tho disaster will shortly 
be opened. Salvage vossols have been des- 
patched to tho ontrance of tho Sogno Fjord. 

"Tho latest reports with regard to tho 
ateamer aro not encouraging, and it is feared 
that the Miowora may bocomo a total wreck. 
T.io disaster is now tho only topic of c mver- 
aation in all the Bergen hotels, which seem 
crowded to their capacity. So far tho un- 
fortunate passer gere of tho ill fated 
Miowera have practically had to shift tor 
themselvos, and naturally, thorofore, groat 
concorn is manifested respecting the ar- 
rangements that will be mado on their bo- 
half by those under whoso auspices thi y 
have been brought hero. TelogruniB have 
been sont from ownors or builders or agonts 
of the Bteamer as to what ia intendod in tho 
direotion of returning tbo passengers to 
thoir homoa, but bo far nothing has eomo to 
hand. In an interview Mr. J. H. Dalziel, 
th3 member for Kirkcaldy Bnrghs, who was 
a paBaonger by the Mioworu, having ob- 
tainod releaso from his Parliamentary 
duties, spoko in terms of tho highest praiso 
and admiration of tho munnor in whioh 
Captain Stott and his crow oxertod them 
solves in tho intoroata of tho largo number 
of people under their oaro. Ho expressed 
himself strongly regarding tho substitution 
of one pilot for another who had boen 
specifically engaged for the eafo conduct of 
tho Btoamor through shallows and rapids, 
and declared his anxioty for tho oponing of 
the official inquiry that had boen ordered in 
view of tho statement of tho pilot that tho 
rook on whioh the Miowera orashod is not 
marked on tho ohart, a statement whioh has 
not been allowed to pass unchallenged, Mr,

ROBERT BURNS' DEATH. 

An Account Copied From tho Columns of tt 
Coiiteniiiornry Newspaper. 

Here ia an account of tho death and 
funeral of Robert Burna taken from a news- 
paper of the time: "On tho 21at (July, 
179G,) died at Dumfries, after a lingering ill- 
nesB, the celebrated Robert Burns. His 
pootical compositions, distinguished equally 
by tho force of his native humor, by the 
warmth and tenderness tf passion, and by 
tho glowing touches of a descriptive pencil, 
will remain a lasting monument of tho vigor 
and versatility of a mind guided only by the 
lights of nature and the inspiration of genius. 
Tne public, to whoBe amusement he has so 
largely contributed, will loam with regret 
that Mb extraordinary endowments were ac- 
companied by frailties which rendered him 
uselosB to himself and hiB family. Tho last 
months of his life were spent iu sickness, 
and his wife, with five infant children, is 
now left without any resources but what she 
may hope from tho regard due to tho mem- 
ory of her huabond. 

"Actuated by the regard which is due to 
the shado of auoh a genius, hia remiiina were 
interred on Monday last, July 25, with 
military honors and every suitable reapect. 
Tho corpse having previously been conveyed 
to the town hall at Dumfries, remained 
there till the following ceremony took 
pleua: The military there, consisting of 
tho Cinque Port cavalry ond the Angus- 
ahire fencible8, lined the streotB on both 
Bides to the burial ground. The Royal 
DumfrieB volunteers, of which ha was a 
member, supported the bier ; a party 
of that corps, appointed to perform the 
military obsequies, moving in slow, solemn 
time to the 'Dead March in Saul,' whioh 
was played by a military band— preceded 
in mournful array with arma reversed. The 
principal part of the inhabitants of the 
neighborhood, with a number of particular 
friendB of the bard, from remote parts, fol- 
lowed in procession ; the great bells of the 
churches tolling at intervals. Arrived at 
the churchyard gate, the funeral party, ac- 
cording to tho rules of that exercise, formed 
two lineB and leaned their heads on their 
fire-looks, pointed to the ground. Through 
thiB space the corpae was carried. The 
party drew up alongside tho grave, and after 
tho interment fired three volleys over it. 
The whole ceremony presented a solemn, 
grand and affeoting spectacle, and accorded 
with tho general regret for the Iobs of a man 
whose like we shall scarce see again." 



Home's Population.

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WRITING CANADA'S HISTORY. 



A Committee of Educationalists Act as 
Judges— A National Stand- 
point 



Is the Object in View, so as to Have a 
Test Hook on History Acceptable 
to All Classes.

8ULTB, Canada's historian. 
Mr. Benjamin .Suite, Dr. Robins' con- 
frere iis representing Quebec, is regarded 
by bis fellow countrymen as tbo greatest 
living authority on the history of this 
province. He was born at Three Rivers, 
on September 17, 1841, and is tho only 
living son of Benjamin Suite and Mario 
Lefebvre, the latter of whose ancestor 
was the first French settlor at Baie du 
Febvre in 1083. Young Suite left the 
Friars' school at the ago of ten, and since 
that time ho has never been a week at a 
time without a salary. Even at that 
early ago he could read, write and calcu- 
late well, and had a good knowledge of 
English. He always devoted his even- 
lag hours to reading, and his readings 
were as a rule systematically chosen, but 
history had the preference. At first he 
was a clerk in a dry goods establishment, 
then in a grocery store, and subsequently 
he became a book-keeper with tho lum- 
bering firm ol (i. A. Gouin it Co. Later 
he was purser on one of the vessels ply- 
ing between Montreal and Three Rivers, 
then a merchant selling clothing in con- 
nection with tho building of tho Three 
Rivers and Arthabaska railway, and 
again, in 18G4, as book-keeper atdouin's. 
In 1863 Mr. Suite bad joined one of the 
two companies of infantry that were or- 
ganized at Three Rivers, and two years 
later his company (No. 1) was sent to tho 
Niagara frontier, and he was made a 
color-sergeant of it, returning in July, 
when he wont to tho military school at 
Quebec. Having a taste for literature, 
which he had already evinced in verso 
and prose, ho, as an editor, followed tho 
autumn session of parliament and in Feb- 
ruary, 1866, again joined his company at 
the Missisquoi frontier. When tho com- 
pany returned homo in July ho becani' 
city editor of LeCanada, Ottawa, and in 
November of tho following year he en- 
tered the oo^vice of the House of Com- 
mons as one'of its translators'. In May, 
1870, ho was removed to the Department 
of Militia and Defence, where ho is sti 
employed, having on July I, 1887, beon 
appointed chief clerk of tho department. 
He has taken an active part in tho fol- 
lowing societies : Corclo Litterairo, 
Three Rivers, of which ho was president 
from 1 801 to 1865. Corclo Artistiiiuo ot 
Litteraire, Brussels, Belgium, of which 
be was a corresponding member in 18(!(i ; 
St. Jean Baptisto society, Ottawa, of 
which he was secretary in 1860 ; Institut 
Canadien-Francais, Ottawa, of which 
was president from 1874 to 1870. In 
1875 Mr. Suite became a mombor of the 
Literary and Historical society, Quebec 
in 1877, prcsidont of tho St. Joan Bap- 
tiste society, Ottawa, and also president 
of St. Thomas Benovolont socioty, Ot- 
tawa ; in 1878, a member of tho histori- 
cal society of Montreal, and also of the 
State Historical society of Wisconsin ; in 
1882, a member of the Royal Society of 
Canada ; in lHS'l president-general of the 
St. Jean Bnptiste society of Ottawa, and 
in 1885 he was made president of the 
first section of the Royal Society of Can- 
ada. As a lecturer Mr. Suite is well 
known. In 1878 ho visited tho Now 
England stato3 and delivored lectures in 
tho French Canadian centres, and on de- 
livering his one-hundredth lecture in the 
French-Canadian institute at Ottawa, he 
was made tbo recipient of a valuable 
present. Mr. Sulto differs from many 
speakers in that he never writes his ad- 
dresses, and tie speaks without notes. 
As a litterateur Mr. Sulto is known far 
beyond the Canadian border. His first 
efforts in this direction were verses pub- 
lished in 1850-00 under various noma 
des plume. In 1801 he signed his own 
name to his productions, which at once 
attracted attention. Since then he has 
contributed numerous articles to the 
French pres«, both in Canada and the 
United States, besides several volumes of 
an historical character, and other works, 
such as large indices to series of historical 
documents, have boon put in circulation. 
In 1885 ho contributed his ono hundredth 
article to La Revue Canadienne, on which 
occasion the directors gave him a grand 
banquet in Montreal, and tho next num- 
ber of tho Revue contained nothing from 
any writer except Mr. Sulto, who con- 
tributed, among other things, verses, a 
novel, a review of books and a study of 
certain points of Canadian history. 
Since 1885 ho has published in the 
French press of Canada and tho 
United States articles dealing with 
various points of Canadian history, and 
in the English language ho has published 
many articles relative to tho Ottawa 
valley in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries. These be intends to publish 
in book form at an early date. He is a 
staunch Roman Catholic, and a Conser- 
vative : but since 1807 ho has taken no 
active part in politics. In May, 1871, lie 
married at Ottawa, Augustine, youngest 
daughter of Etienne Parent, under- 
secretary of state.

NuVA SCOTIA s REPRESENTATIVE. 
1)/. Hall who possesses a wide range 
of knowledge, will represent Nova Scotia. 
Jle comes of Loyalist stock, and was boin 
at Laurencetown, Annapolis valley, Nova 
Scotia, over forty years ago. 1 1 e received 
his early education in tho workshop and 
school.; of his native village, and in 1801), 
after a preparatory course, received prin- 
cipally at tho teacher's desk, ho entered 
the University of Acadia college and 
graduated as 15. A. in 187;). Three 
years later he received the degree of M.A. 
from his Alma Mater. In 1874 Mr. 
Hall commenced a post-graduate course at 
Boston university, and in 1877 he re- 
ceived the degree of Ph.D. In tho 
autumn of the sanio year ho opened a 
private school in his native village, which 
proved very successful, and in 1870 ho was 
appointed principal of Horton academy, 
and in tho autumn of that year he was 
called to lil! tho chair of education and 
method in history and literature in tho pro- 
vincial Normal school. On different 
occasions Acadia university honored Dr. 
Hall by electing him president of the 
Alumni society, and subsequently ho was 
elected a member of the senate of ihe 



university and a visitor to the college. 
His chief educational work, however, has 
been done in connection with the common 
schools of his native province. Ho was 
actively engaged as secretary of the Kin- 
dergarten committee in introducing tin; 
Kindergarten system into Nova Scotia and 
m fostering its interests during its first try- 
ing years. In connection with others, he 
assisted in tl. . formation of tho Normal 
school alumni association, which, in turn, 
founded the Summer School of Science of 
the Maritime provinces. lie was at one 
time secretary and president of this insti- 
tution, and ho is now instructor in physi- 
ology. In 1883 he spent throe months in 
Europe, visiting tho schools in many of tho 
leading cities, and six years later ho spent 
twelve months in study and observation 
of educational work in tho schools and 
universities of Germany. Besides visit- 
ing many schools, ho studied under Paul- 
son and Lazarus, of Berlin university, and 
undor Prof. Rein at Jena. On his return 
from Europe ho published a pamphlet, 
entitled "Notes on the German Schools," 
in which ho outlined tho result of his 
observations of common school work in 
Germany. Subsequently he published 
" Physiology and History of education," 
in which considerable attention waB do- 
voted to tho podagogics of Herbart. In 
1891 Dr. Hall was appointed examiner in 
teaching for the province of Nova Scotia. 

FROM THE GARDEN ISLE. 
Dr. Anderson, who will represent 
Prince Edward Island, has for the last 
thirty-one years devoted himself to tho 
work of education in that province, and 
by his broad views, deep insight into 
educational problems and long and suc- 
cessful experience he has been the most 
powerful factor in tho moulding and the 
diffusing of education in that • province. 
He was born in Aberdeen in 1830, and 
received his preliminary education in his 
native city. In 1855 ho ontored tho 
Moray House Training college for teach- 
ers, Edinburgh, where ho remained for 
two years, being, at the end of his course, 
appointed one of the masters in the prac- 
tising dopartment of that institution, 
which position ho hold until 1850. His 
university course, taken at Edinburgh 
between 1858 and 1802, was a brilliant 
one, especially in pure mathematics and 
natural philosophy, in which ho won tho 
highest honors. In 1802 ho was appoint- 
ed to tho Prince of Wales college, Char- 
lottetown, where his chief work was 
mathematics and natural philosoph} - till 
1808, when ho was made principal of tho 
collego. On tho amalgamation of the 
college and the Normal school in 1879, ho 
was appointed principal of tho joint in- 
stitution. In 18S7 tho former students 
of the college showed their appreciation 
of their professor and principal by ten- 
dering him a banquet and making him a 
handsome presentation, tho leadors in 
this act of recognition and esteem meet- 
ing with the most unbounded enthusiasm 
from students in every part of tho coun- 
try. In 1888 McGill university recog- 
nized Mr. Anderson's ability and work 
by conforring on him the degree of LL.D. 

" A born teacher, " is tho verdict on 
Dr. Anderson of those who have had tho 
good fortune of being under him ; and 
seldom has a man beon able to wield such 
an influence in tho class-room by his own 
personality. It is, indeed, in the actual 
work of the class-room that Dr. Ander- 
son shows his genius as a teacher. Hore 
his drill and thoroughness, his compre- 
hensive grasp of subjects and his wide 
scholarship, set forth as they are, with 
matchless lire and force, kindle an inter- 
est and zeal in students that never leave 
them. Many are tho eulogiums which 
have been spoken of him by ihose com- 
petent to judge, and all unite in saying 
that in the lower provinces no ono can bo 
regarded as having' produced educational 
results to be compared with those he has 
achieved. As a Shakespearean scholar, 
it may bo added, ho holds high rank. 

new Brunswick's representative, 

The representative of New Brunswick 
is Mr. V.. V. Hay, Ph.D., a prominent 
educationist of that province. Mr. Hay 
has for years been principal of tho Vic- 
toria High school, St. John, N.B., and 
also a co-editor of tho Educational Re- 
view, a periodical which is published in 
tho interest of teachers in general, but 
especially those of the Maritime pro- 
vinces. Jn addition to doing much oner- 
ous work as an educationist in Now 
.Brunswick, bo has been able to take an 
active interest in the annual meeting of 
the Royal Society of Canada, of which 
ho was elected a member some years ago. 
MR. OOOOIN, OF THE N. W. T. 

The Northwest Territories will be rep- 
resented by a gentleman widely and favor- 
ably known in educational circles, Mr. 
D. J. Goggin, M.A., superintendent of 
education for tho Northwest Territories. 
He was born at Durham, (int., in 1E4U, 
and after receiving a good public school 
education and obtaining a first-class cer- 
tificate, ho for a time followed the voca- 
tion of a teacher in village schools. Ho 
was prepared for the univorsity in tho 
Whitby High school, then under tho 
direction of Mr. Kirkland, the present 
principal of the Toronto Normal school. 
Jjator, Mr. Goggin was assistant in the 
Whitby High school, then ho became 
principal of tho Milbrook schools, and 
ubsequontly principal of 'the Port Hope 
schools. When the Ontario Model school 
system was established, Port Hope was, 



as. a result of tho excoUonfc work done 
there by Mr. Goggin, selectedas a centre, 
Indeed, his ability to train teachers was 
such that when tho authorities in Mani- 
toba were looking for a good Normal 
school principal they invited hitn to go 
west to mould their training system and 
make it not only acceptable to the peo- 
ple, but popular as well. Ho accepted 
tho invitation, and so well did ho succeed 
in tho work that after six years' labor the 
Winnipeg Daily Tribune said of him : 
" Perhaps no one in tho pro- 
vince is moro widely or more fav- 
orably known in educational circles than 
D. J. Goggin', M.A., principal of the 
Normal school. He camo here in the 
spring of 1884, when tho school was in its 
infancy, and by his unceasing and intel- 
ligent labors has brought it to its present 
state of efficiency. To the reputation he 
had in Ontario of being incomparably her 
best Model school teacher, he has added 
the reputation of being one of the most 
successful Normal school masters in tho 
Dominion. Taking it all in all, there is 
no one in the province who has excited as 
great or as beneficial an influence on the 
schools as Mr. Goggin, and certainly no 
ono has so many friends among the 
teachers." 

When tho members of the Northwest 
executivo last year decided to enter upon 
a moro progressive educational policy 
thoy invited Mr. Goggin to tako charge 
of their educational Bystoni, believing 
that his varied and successful experience 
specially gifted him for tho work. Tho 
territorial press warmly commended the 
action of tho executivo, while tho Mani- 
toba press joined tho school and collego 
authorities there in regretting his depar- 
ture. Tho work ho lias accomplished 
shows tho wisdom of tho choice. 

It may be added that, while in Mani- 
toba, Mr. Goggin was a member of the 
council of tho Univorsity of Manitoba, a 
member of the Advisory Board of Educa- 
tion, a member of tho council of St. 
John's college, and an examiner for the 
university and the Department of Educa- 
tion. Ho has also been president of the 
Provincial Teachers' Association and pro- 
vincial manager of the National Educa- 
tional Association of tho United States. 
THE PRAIRIE PROVINCE. 

Manitoba will bo represented by Mr. 
Daniel Mclntyre, M.A., whoso name is 
well known in connection with scholastic 
work. Ho is a native of Dalhousiu, 
N.B., whero ho was born in 1852. Ho 
was educated in D.fthousie public and 
grammar schools, Eredericton Normal 
school, Dalhousie college, and at Halifax. 
He is a graduate of the University of 
Manitoba. He taught for several years 
in Portland, N.B., and was superinten- 
dent of the schools of that town for two 
years. At one time ho was attorney of 
the supreme court of Now Brunswick. 
Subsequently he removed to Winnipeg, 
where ho taught for two years, but fur 
the pa -.t nine years he has been superin- 
tendent of public schools at that place. 
In 18'j;! he was appointed registrar of 
the University of Manitoba, but resigned 
the office at the close of tho year, on ac- 
mnt of the pressure of school duties. 

British Columbia's representative. 

The representative for British Colum- 
bia will be Mr. R. E. Gosnell, who is 
well known throughout tho Pacific pro- 
vince. Ho has born in 1800 at Lakes 
Beauport, seignory of St. Francis, Que- 
bec, where ho received an elementary 
education, his first teacher being Mr. J. 
H. Richardson, afterwards author of a 
text- book on arithmatic, and accountant 
of the Department of Education. At an 
early ago ho moved with his parents to 
County Grey, Ont., and subsequently to 
County Kent, on the banks of Lake Brie, 
to a farm adjoining that of Hon. 1). Mills, 
from whom he received some lessons in 
Latin. When about sixteen years of ago 
he left home, and, with varying fortunes, 
followed his own career. Possessed of a 
limited public .school education, and, 
with the exception of a few months in 
Chatham Collegiate institute, having no 
academical training, he, after leaving 
homo, turned his attention to teaching, 
which ho followed for eighteen months. 
As a school boy his bent was in tho direc- 
tion of composition, and therefore he 
naturally turned to journalism, and be- 
ing offered a position on tho Chatham 
Tribune he accepted it and gave up teach- 
ing. The duties of his now position in- 
cluded everything in the range of tho 
profession, from mailing cloik to editorial 
writer. Subsequently lie became editor 
of several Ontario papers. For two years 
ho was editor of tho Port Hope Tunes, 
and for fivo years ho was editor of tho 
Chatham Planet. 

In 1888, on account of ill health, here- 
moved to British Columbia, having ac- 
cepted a position on the News- Advertiser, 
Vancouver. Ho soon becamo identified 
with tho promotion of fruit-growing as- 
sociations and other movements affecting 
tho material development of the province, 
and in 1800, having resigned his connec- 
tion with tho News- Advertiser, ho was 
appointed commissioner of tbo British 
Columbia Exhibit association, in which 
capacity in that and tho following year, 
ho visited tho leading cities of the Dom- 
inion with exhibits of British Columbia 
products. In L801 he was appointed cen- 
sus commissioner for tho New Westmin- 
ster district, which has tho distinction of 
being the largest electoral riding in Can- 
ada, occupying two-thirds of tho area of 



British Columbia. In September of last 
year ho was named by tho Minister of 
Education as tho representative of Brit- 
ish Columbia, on the Dominion History 
committee, and in tho following month 
ho was made librarian and secretary of 
tho Bureau of Statistics and Historical 
Information for tho provinco, positions 
recently created by act of Parliament. 
Eor the last tlireo years ho has acted as 
associate editor of tho Winnipeg Commer- 
cial, and has written somewhat exten- 
sively on the material and historical 
aspects of the provinco. For yoars he 
has been an occasional contributor to 
magazines. Ho is a Conservative in poli- 
tics, and is a member of the council of 
the Imperial Federation League of Can- 
ada, with which cause ho is prominently 
identified in British Columbia. In 1887 
lie married Miss Agnes Wilson, a gradu- 
ite and gold medalist of Villo Marie 
icademy, Montreal, and an accomplished 
vocalist,

It 
turns out that tho Qiioou has her forward 
compartment full ot water, a big boulder 
having pierced her bottom forward. All the 
passengers are ashore, and when tho V oloa 
passed on her way down Saturday night tho 
stranded vessel wits lying easily, The 
Topeka waa expected along to bring tho pas 
seugors down und render aBaistance; she be 
longing to tho a ime company, it will save 
salvage if she cun get the Queen niloat. Sh 
will have to be ligmened und raised forward 
before sho will coma til the rock that has 
piorced hor. Olliicrs of tho U.S S. HaaBler, 
which reached Nannimo yeBterduy, arriving 
down by tho noon train, give t i aa thoir 
opinion that, tho Topeku will not attempt to 
release tho Queen until returning from tho 
Sound with pumps und oilier necessary geur, 
Bimply picking up the distressed passengers 
and hurrying on her way, Tho Topeka is 
now fully duo here, but in view of the ur 
genoy' of carrying help to the Queon may not 
call on the down trip.
